EDITORIAL NOTES, 


Leenardo Aretino, an Italian pro- 
phet of the fourteenth century, two 
hundred years before Mother Shipton’s 
time, is announced to have made the 
following stated prognostics: The 
end of all earthly things shall take 
place in the month of November,1881. 
The dissolution is to begin on the 15th 
and last fifteen days. On the first day 
the sea will overflow. - Second day— 
the water will penetrate into the soil. 
Third day—death of all fresh water 
fish. Fourth day—death ot sea ani- 
mals. Fifth day—death of the birds. 
Sixth day—fall of the houses and 
buildings. Seventh day—fall of the 
rocks. Eighth day—-earthquake. Ninth 
day—fall of the mountains, Tenth 
day—Man will become dumb. Elev- 
enth day— The graves will open. 
Twelfth day—rain of stars. Thirteenth 
day—death of all mankind. Four- 
teenth day—destruction of heaven and 
earth by fire.

The Mint has prepared a circular 
for the purpose of ascertaining the 
amount of gold and silver used in the 
manufactures and arts in the United 
States during the last fiscal year. It 
calls for the amount of United States 
coins melted and worked up, fine bars 
used, and foreign coins, dust and old 
manufactured articles made into new 
work. Answers last year showed that

TWO GREAT LINES RUNNING A 
Rack ACROSS THE STATE. 


The Denver and Rio Grande aad Jay 
Gould’s Lines Both to be Built to 
San Francisco-—Nevada Swarming 
With Engineers. 

a 


From all appearances a crisis in the 
history of Nevada is at band. She 
has been neglected so long that it 
seems hard to realize that the great 
money powers of the earth have 
turned their attention this way, and 
are ready to pour in money to build 
lines across it. The business of the 
world has become so largely interna- 
tional, that no country can long re- 
main shut in, and those that do not 
support a large population of their 
own, lie in the track of others beyend 
that must he reached. That is the 
case with Nevada. The lines that are 
reaching out for the 

PACIFIC AND OHINA TRADE 
Must cross the sage-brush State in 
order to reach the ocean. They must 
send their long feeders north to Ore- 
gon, Washington and Idaho, in order 
to carry the grain, wool and beef of 
that magnificent empire, to the mar- 
kets of Europe and the East. That 
these grand developments are about 
to be carried out is well settled. The 
greatest railroad builders of the age 
have undertaken the task of running 
lines to connect their systems east of 
the mountains with San Francisco, 
and there will not be an hour’s cessa- 
tion until four or five more transcon- 
timental lines are built and running. 
At least two of the first to cross will 
lie directly through this State. The 
Denver and Kio Grande has secured 
the franchise and subsidies of the Salt 
Lake aod Western, and will no doubt 
build it this year, or part of it at least. 
It is reported that they propuse to re- 
fuse the subsidies of half a million 
dollars on the grounds that it will give 
the counties too great a claim on them 
and lead to hostile legislation, and 
that the bends will not sell for par. 
The company is one of the strongest and 
richest in America, and cares about as 
much for a trifling subsidy as a Ne- 
vada man does for a nickel. The 
question of the route through the 
western part of the State has not been 
settled and cannot be told yet. Reno 
stands ready with 
BECK WOURTH Pass, 
And generously extends the hospital- 
ity of the State line to the locating 
engineers. It is considered certain 
that the road will be built right 
through, and there will be a grand 
race across the State between it and 
Jay Gould’s system. Both of them 
bid for the Nevada Central, and there 
was a very lively tussle the afternoon 
it was sold. Gould got his mind made 
up first, however, and bought it. He 
will extend it north into Idaho, and 
south to connect with his through iine. 
There is a goed deal more settled 
abeut his road than the Denver and 
Rio Grande. The route has been 
generally decided upon and the main 
connections flocated. Engineers are 
now in the field to fix the details. The 
telegraph said un Saturday that there 
was a grand combination formed be- 
tween the Texas Centra!, the Atlantic 
and Pacific, and the Utah Southern, 
to build to San Francisco. 
THE CAPITAL 

Necassary could easily be raised by 
such a syndicate, and the work put 
right through. The Utah Southern is 
in the hands of the Mormon Church 
and Jay Gould together. The Atlantic 
and Pacific, and the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe are almost identical and 
are owned by an immensely rich set 
of Boston men. The Texas Central 
and its system has just fallen into 
Gould’s hands and will be joined to 
his enormous body of roads further 
north, in Missouri, Iowa and Illinois 
by one or two slight additions.

A branch road will be built 
to Bodie, which will be about 100 
miles long. The pass which the road 
will take is known as Beck’s pass, and 
is said to be about 7,000 feet above 
the sea level. The grades will be two 
per cent. maximum, and no curve 
over ten degrees. From Silver Peak 
tha line will cross Alida, Tempahute, 
Crystal Springs, Pahranagat and Clo- 
ver valleys, through Nye and Lincoln 
counties, Nevada. The road is bonded 
in the valley for $30,000 a mile, at 7 
per cent. interest. The moutain div- 
.ision for $50,000 per mile. The Nev 
ada and Arizona for $30,000. The 
cost is estimated at $26,500,000. The 
earnings at about nine millions net, 
out of twenty-three or twenty-four 
millions gross, The officers are: W.
